Excessive Earnings Taxed 
Away Under the Mc-

by Vote of 367 to 15. 


MAN-POWER DRAFT

Proposed Legislation Sent 
to Senate, Where Other 


Plans Are Being Consid- 
ered by Committee.

WASHINGTON, April 9.—Carry- 
ing a sternly worded provision for 
taxing away all excessive war earn- 
ings, the McSwain anti-war profits 
bill was passed by the House today 
and sent to the Senate. The vote 


was 367 to 15. 
Just before the passage, the 


House, by a 205-to-183 vote, elim-' 
inated a section permitting con-| 
scription of manpower in wartime. | 

By that vote, the House sent the. 


bill back to the Military Commit- 
tee with instructions to cut from 


it a clause permitting conscription. | 


The motion to recommit, offered 
by Representative Goldsborough 
(Dem.), Maryland, was backed by 


the same element which forced in-j| 
clusion of a section to tax away 100) 
per cent of all war profits. The ac- | 
tion reversed a standing vote yes-— 
terday against eliminating the con-| 


scription provision. 
Promptly the committee, on the 


floor, reported the bill back with- | 
out the controverted section, clear- | 


ing the way for passage. 
What Bill Provides. 
The bill would give the President 
broad powers to commandeer 


money, public services and indus- | 
trial and material resources to! 
prosecute war. To prevent uncon- | 


trolled price booms rising out of 
heavy -wartime demands, the meas- 


ure would place a “ceiling” over all | 


prices on declaration of war.

| By noon the 150 bills in the “D- 
| E-F”’ group had been called, with- 
out eliciting a single bid from the 
score of onlookers. Some of. those 
present were representatives of 
contractors, interested in disposi- 
tion of property because of the pos- 
sible effect on special tax bills due 
the contractors. 
New Law “Very Poor.” 
| Collector Baumann, who watched 
|the procedure, said to _ reporters 
| that the results showed the Jones 
' Munger law was “very poor” and 
should be repealed. This sale was 
its first application here. Bau- 
mann said there was no chance for 
| the city to get appreciable results 
in collecting back taxes under this 
law, but that it was a hardship for 
poor people to see their homes jeo- 
| pardized through the attempt to 
| sell tax bills. 

Relating that he had tried to have 
the law repealed, as had his prede- 
cessor, Edmond Koeln, Baumann 
| asserted that the city and taxpay- 
'ers were better protected under the 
former system of suits for delin- 
/quent taxes, resulting in judgments 
which were liens on the property.

FINANCIAL STATUS 
UNDER INQUIRY 


Anton Muich, $10,000 For- 
feiture Against Him 
Since 1928, Accepted as 
Recently as March 9. 


The financial responsibility of An- 
ton Mulch, professional bondsman, 
was under scrutiny today by the 
Circuit Attorney's office as a result 
of a $2500 bond forfeiture declared 
against him last Friday. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Olian 
said a $10,000 bond forfeiture had 
been outstanding Muich 
since 1928, not satisfied because the 
Circuit Attorney's office could not 
find any property owned by Muich 
upon which to levy. 

The $2500 bond was approved last 
Feo. & in Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion by Harry J. Cantwell, treasurer 
of the Democratic City Committee 
and member of the committee from 
the Twenty-fifth Ward, who was 
serving as Provisional Judge in Di- 
vision No. 2, in the absence of 
Judge Joseph F. Dickmann, brother 
of the Mayor. Circuit Judge Rus- 
sell ordered the bond forfeited Fri- 
day when the defendant, John Ma- 
jatich, failed to appear.for trial on 
a robbery charge. 

Muich, with his attorney, Charles 
Graves, called on Olian today at the 
Circuit Attorney's: office and told 
him Majatich had not been in court 
Friday because neither he nor they 
had been notified that the case was 
to be called for trial. Muich said 
he knew where Majatich was liv- 
ing, in Chicago, and could produce 
him in court. He said he would doa 
so and would ask that the for- 
feiture be set aside.

Debtor’s Petition Pending. 

Muich, who lives at 2116 South 
Broadway, has a debtor's petition 
under the amended bankruptcy law 
pending in Federal Court. His pe 
tition, filed last Dec. 29, asked for 
extension of a $33,000 mortgage on 
property he owned at 2121 South 
Twelfth street and 1205 Shenandoah 
avenue. With the filing of the pee 
tition, a court order was issued, 
halting an advertised foreclosure 
sale of the property. 

Muich told Olian, however, that 
he was responsible, financially, and 
had property other than that in- 
volved in the bankruptcy proceed- 
ing. He mentioned tenements at 
1823 South Tenth street which he 
said were worth $12,000. Muich add- 
ed that he had a plan for refinanc- 
ing the properties involved in the 
bankruptcy action and that he had 
a 50 per cent equity in all of the 
property held in his name 
taken on 
Muich’s debtor petition since it was 
filed, and costs in the case have not 
been secured On Jan. 2 Referee 
in Bankruptcy Hope ordered Muich 
to file schedules of assets and lia- 
hilities within five days. Nothing 
was done, and on Jan. 14 the Ref 
eree made a similar order The 
schedules have not yet heen filed 

Despite the long-standing forfeit- 
ure against. Muich, Judge Dick- 
mann has consinued to accept him 
as surety on hail bonds, approving 
one as recently as March 9. Muich 
has not sought to sign bhonds in 
other courtrooms in the Municipal 
Courts Building, but has signed 
Federal cases

In Sunday's election about 95,060 


Danzig voters, most of them Ger- 
man Catholics and Socialists, com- 


bined to prevent the Hitlerites from 


gaining a two-thirds majority. The 
total vote cast was 234,956. Of this 
the Nazis got 139,043. The Nazis 
actually gained 32.524 votes over 
their total in the last election, and 


retained control of Parliament. 

A recapitulation of Sunday's vote 
showed that under the proportional 
representation system the division 
of seats in the new Volkstag as 
compared with the old would be as
